The following memoranda were found 
among General Armstrong’s private 
papers and were left with his will to be 
opened after his death. 

Those of his friends who have seen 
them have-found them so characteristic 
and~full of his spirit. that we have 
thought they should not be withheld 
from a wider circle. 

Now when all ts bright. the family 
together, and there is nothing to alarm 
and very much to be thankful for, it is 
well to look ahead and perhaps to say 
the things that I would wish known 
Should I suddenly die, ‘aie 

I wish to be buried in-the, school 
graveyard, where one of the students 
would have been put had he died. 

Next, I wish no monument or fuss 
made over my grave, only a simple 
funeral service Without sermon or at~ 
tempt at oratory—a soldier’s funeral. 

I hope that there will be enough 
friends to see that the work continues; 
unless some one makes sacrifices for it, 


.| it cannot go on. A work that requires 


no sacrifices does not. count for much 
in fulfilling God’s plan. But what is 
commonly called sacrifice 1s really the 
best natural use of one’s self and one’s 
resources—the best investment of one’s 
‘time, strength, and means. He who 


pitied; -he is-a heathen, because he 
knows nothing of God. 

In the school, the great thing is to 
Dull together, to.refrain from hasty,.un: 
wise words and actions—to unselfishly 
and only seek the best-good of all; to 
get rid of workers whose temperaments 
are unfortunate, whose heads are not 
level, no matter how much learning or 


| culture they may. have—cantankerous- 


ness is worse than heterodoxy. 

I wish no effort of a. biography made. 
Good friends might get up. a pretty 
good story, but it would not be the 
whole truth—the truth of a life usually 
lies deep down, we hardly know it our- 
selves—God only does—I trust His 
The shorter one’s creed. the 


is-enough for me: aa : 

Tam most thankful for “my parents, 
my Hawaiian home, my war experi- 
ence, my collége days at Williams, and 
for.life and work at Hampton. Hamp- 
ton has blessed. me in so many ways; 
along with it have come the choicest 
people in the country for my friends 
and helpers, and. then. sucha grand 
chance to do something directly for 
those set free by the war, and indirectly 


‘| for those who were conquered; and In- 


dian work has been another great 
privilege. 

"Few men have had the chance I have 
had—never gave up or sacrificed any- 
thing in my life, have been seemingly 
guided in everything. ’ 

Prayer is the greatest power. in the 
world—it keeps us hear to God. My 
own. prayer has been most. weak, wav- 
ering, inconstant, but it has been the 
best thing I ever did. ,I think this a 
universal truth—what comfort is there 
except in the broadest truth? 

I am most curious to get a glimpse of 
the next world—-how will it all seem? 
Perfectly fajr and perfectly natural no 
doubt—we ought not to fear death, it 
is friendly. The only pain that comes 
at. the thought of it is for my true, 
faithful-wife and blessed, dear child- 
ren, but they will-be brave and in the 
end stronger. 

Hampton must not.go down; see to 
it, you who are true to the black and 
red children of the country and to just 
ideas of education. 

The loyalty of my old soldiers and of 
my*students has been. an unspeakable 
comfort to me. 

It pays to follow one’s best light, to 
put God and country first and ourselves 
afterwards. : i

Athletics. 


The Journal of Education im the cur- 
rent issue has a timely article.on Ath- 
leties- in our schools, which is well 
worth reading. It is as follows: 


Athletics have come to stay in our. 
schools and colleges, at least for many 
years. The question, then, for super- 
visors and. teachers is, What are we 
going to do about it? While the aim 
of 80 many boys isto get on a team, 
with Wellesley girls, 175 of them, ap- 
plying for positions on the crews and 
subscribing $1250 for a playstead~ with 
‘a running track, and with popular en- 
thusiasm over intercollegiate contests 
at its height, the teacher who holds 
aloof is an object of contempt or sus- 
picion to the scholars, and he who gets 
in the way will stand some chance of a 
“down” before he is done with the 
subject. Lowell: describes a scholar 
who never felt love’s distemper, except 
“T’wards a young lady who spoke ancient Mexi- 
And ‘anolsted her father in making a lexicon,” 
If any such male teachers how exist 
they are relegated (at léast by theirdis- 
gusted pupils) to the asylum for the 
cure of insanity in men of genius. But 
taking it for granted that all teachers 
“go in” for athletics, some con amore 
having had their taste of the sport in’ 
their youth, and others perforce, since 


makes no such sacrifices’ is most to be. 


it is the fashion, what can be done by 
them to make a ‘‘cracking good team” 
or a Wellesley class crew, a means of 


gtace, or at least a means of educa- 


tional growth? “At Farmington, Nov. 
18th, a foot ball game between Yale 
and Farmington left John White on 
the field, paralyzed below the seventh 


vertebra and perhaps fatally injured. 


At Toledo, after a foot ball scrimmage, 
“young Carew was picked up fatally in- 
jured, his neck having been dislocated, 
and we have heard of still another re- 


cent ‘‘accident’”’ of this sort, not quite. 


so tragic in its consequences. Now 
are we to regard these sad casualties 
-merely as we look at the fatalities 
which ‘occur under electric car-wheels 
and by contact: with live wires,—a sort 
of necessary incident in the progress 


of a high civilization?iot can we treat. 


the forms of sport which . result in 
‘wounds and death as cruel, brutal. and 
the survival of savage tests of strength 


which distinguished our barbarian en- | 


cestors? Certainly something ought 
to be done about it, to prevent such 
terrible results from the manly sports 
on our sons, and the possibility of ap- 
proximate evils from the physical over- 
play of our daughters, At least the 
distress of parents who do not care to 
forbid thesé games to their children 
ought in some measure to be alleviated 
by an effort on the part of teachers to 
regulate these games. But what can 
be done? Princeton Theological Semi- 
nary can make rules for the theolo- 
ClADS 
censure the inhumanity of ‘slugging”’ 
and kindred arts among college bred 
men, but what do the boys care for 
such criticisms or restrictions? 

It is, however, within the power of 
teachers and professors, in spite of a

to-day will have taken its place along. 


with the other old-fashioned affairs, 
Does madam want a cup of tea? She 
attaches a tiny rope of cotton to a ves- 
sel 6f water and in three minutes the 
water is boiling. The cotton rope has 
an insulated wire in its centre that is 
connected’ with the nearest electric 
light plant, a little lever smaller than 
the smallest glove button turns on and 
shuts off the power. Is it desired to 
prepare a soup? .Then two or three, or 
may be four of these little levers turn 
on an increased degree of heat: Does 
the family want a substantial dinner? 
The small cotton rope is attached and 
another one like it is fastetted on each 
side of an oven and the levers turned 
on. 

A current of electricity of thirty am- 
peres can heat the oven in ten min- 
utes, and the cost will be fifteen cents 
an hour, according to the rate charged 
in Chicago. With the. amperes of 
pc-ver breakfast for six can be prepared 
at a cost of two cents. A diuner for six 
people requiring six amperes of power 
would cost eight cents, and there.would 
be heat enough for this money to cook 
a soup, roast, vegetables, heat water 
enough for tea or coffee and for the 
usual culinary purposes besides. The

arteries of travel. It would cost the state 
$10,000,000 to build these roads, which 
may seem large, but the lessened cost of 
horse flesh in drawing freights and the 
saving of time over them would more 
than save the interest, and be a good in- 
vestment, ; 

With good roads, such as are contem- 


plated in this plan of expending $10,000,- 


000, the speaker estimated there would 


bean. annual. saving. of $5,000,000. to. | 


$8,000,000 to the people of the state. “As 


pike, concerning which he .had prepared 


‘figures to show that if the whole road 


were in as good condition as that portion 
from Revere to Boston, the annual saving 
in cost of teaming and time would be 
$25,000,

A death that sadty-shocked the com. — 
munity occurred last Friday, when Hey. 
bert R., oldest son of Thomas J. Farmer, 
committed» suicide by shooting, at his 
home o= Punchard Avenue, 

To those who had known something of — 
the inner life and suffering of the young 
man for the past few years, while the 
end was a shock, it,.was not so much a 
surprise. Sevéral years ago his health 
began to fail, and then came a gradual - 
giving away in his mental activity, until 
in the last year or two he has suffered in. 
tensely from pains in the head and gen. — 
eral failure of health. With this came — 
what may be best termed melancholia, 
and it was undoubtedly in one of these 
depressed and partially insane spells that 
the pistol put an end to his sufferings, 

He had helped his father in thé market 
in the morning, and after dinner retired 
to hisroom, as he did quite often fora ~ 
rest.

MBS, MARY B, GOULD, 


In our last issue we ‘promised a fuller 
account of the life of Mrs. Mary B. Gould, 
who. died, Thursday morning; Nov. 30. 
It is fitting that-a more extended tribute 
should be tendered to the memory of one 
who has been, so closely identified with 
the social and religious life of the com- 
munity in which she has resided for nearly 
a century. 

Miss Mary Ballard Brown was born in 
Tewksbury, Feb. 22, 1799. Her father 
was Mr: George Brown, Her mother’s 
maiden name. was Foster Related on 
her mother’s side to the founders of the 
schools on Andover Hill, she was adopted 
at the age of av e years by her mother’s 
sister, Mrs. Timothy Ballard (whose hus-. 
band’s name was given to Ballardvale), 

and a part of her early education ‘was re- 
pret in the well-known private school 
of her’uncle, Master Foster, 

She was married to Mr. Abraham J, 
Gould at the age of twenty-five years, 
and at once assumed the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of a mother to his four 
young children. Her impartial and un- 
wearied interest in their welfare not only 
secured their respect, but their most 
filial obedience and loving affection. In 
her treatment of the young circle she 
knew no difference between her, own 
children and the others, ,A touching 
contirmation of this is shown in the 

~~wrords of her sol-inlaw, an aged ‘Clergy- 
man. Standing by the grave of her step- 
daughter, on the day of Mrs. Gould's 
burial, hé iid, “J never heard my dear 
wife say of mother one word other. than 
of love and gratitude an “good esteem. 
What a task, she, assumed in coming to 
her Andover home! I thank God that 
she did assume it, and many are rich 
sharers in the resulting benefits.” Only 
two of her four children are now living, 
Deacon George Gould and Mrs. Mary B. 
Salford, wife of Rev. Dr. Safford of Brook- 
lyn, N.Y. 

Deacon Abraham J. Gould and Mrs. 
Mary B. Gould made a public confession 
of religion and- united with the South 
Church Jan. 2, 1881, For nearly sixty- 
three yearsshie retained her uninterrupted 
church relation, securing the confidence 

_and_esteem. of all her associates. The 
wife of a former pastor, now deceased, 
writing to her on’ her nintieth birthday 
says, “You and Mr, Gould were among 
our best and,kindest friends in our early 
married life. I cannot forget our obliga- 
tions from _ first to lakt, I cannot think 
of meeting you. in heaven and saying 

‘good mornene’ till -T-have- said ‘gdod 

night’ here.’? ) 

Like her iaastod, she ‘went about do- 
ing good.” Her \christian activity was 
not one of noise and display, but of a 
quiet, helpful character. The sick and 
needy had constant and substantial evi- 
dence of her benevolent heart. — The 
numerous ininates of her family carried 
abroad and into all parts of our own land 
the most grateful remembrance of her 
solicitude for their welfare. She was 
indeed a christian mother to a large num- 
ber of young men who feasted at her 
table, while securing an education in the 
schools, and the words of loving appre- 
ciation that came back to her from time 
to time were highly prized. 


Neither did she permit her arduous 
duties to the home’ circle to deprive her 
of her religious privileges. Even when 
her advanced age’and increasing infirmi- 
ties would have furnished an excuse tu 
many, ‘she, was found in the place of. | 
prayer.” Her conscieMous deévotion to 
the interests of her. irch and people 
found ample scope #¥ plans of benevolent 
activity. Her life, socially, was as marked 
and helpful as her religious life. Cheer-

HOW EASILY THE SPELL OF SOLEMN 
ENJOYMENT MAY BE BROKEN. 


Dishes That From Their Peculiarly Sab- 
. tle and Lonely Character Demand At- 
tention, Reverente and Silenée—An Epi- 


cure’s Serious Affliction. 


For my thorough appreciation of a 
large and good dinner I am, I believe, 
indebted to my father. He was a great 
diner, and it is well known that the fin- 
est qualities of the English race are her- 
editary. My father suffered from gout, 
and the doctors, who are a mass of prej- 
udices, tell.me that I also have got it, 
However, I am thankful to sdy thatl 
know my own constitution. What is 
really the matter with me is a sort of 
cold: accompanied by inflammation in 
one toe. It arises, 1 should say, from 
overwork, Old port is good for it. 

A fine appreciation “of dinner should: 
be accompanied by a large income, 
When my father died of apoplexy 
(eronght on by a quarrel with his cook, 
who was a fair instance of talent as dis- 


position in the firm, and to an income 
which even in the city is considered to 
be fairly large. I love largeness. I love, 

ge incomes, large houses, large sppe- 
tites, large waistcoats, large dinners. I 
can never be too thankful that I can well 
afford large dinners. lt was always my 


diner, and it would be but false humility 
to say that I shall die without having 
earned the reputation. 

I distinguish between the diner and 
the diner out. I do not want to be un- 
charitable, but I have no high opinion of 
the diner out. He does not, asa rule, 


is liable to show an interest in the 
‘women whom he takes in or in the con- 
versation. Now, life is too short for 
that division of interests; we only have 
time to do one thing well, Let dinner 
be that one thing. I say, dine—merely 
dine, That is enough. Do that well, 
and you have the best delight that this 
world can give you. As for conversa- 
‘tion, I despise it. 

Now, there was the case of Charles 
Nutcomb, He was with us atone time 
and might for family reasons have come 
into-a small :partnership.It would. not}. 
have been much—somé £3,000 a year— 


man who is willing to exercise ordinary 
care. Charles was a diner out, and for 
family reasons I once asked him to dine 
with me, although in a general way I 
will not have young men at iny table. 
At the very moment when we were éat- 
ing a vol-au-vent that from its peculiar- 
ly subtle and lovely character demanded 
the eater’s attention, reverence and si- 
lence—at that very moment. Charles 
Nutcomb was tactléss enough t6 tell 
a story. It caused noisy laughter. It, 
if I may use the phrase, completely 
broke the spell. It was like-whistling in 
church. However, it was not in conse- 
quence of this indiscretion alone that I 
finally decided to get rid of Nutcomb. 
He refused port. A man who refuses 
port—my port—is. a fool and conse- 
quently unfit to be a partner in Gorg- 
bury & Pigge. A fortnight afterward I 
managed to make some excuse for get- 
ting him out of office. I feel positively 
certain that he would have embezzled 
money if he had remained. His after 
career only confirmed my low opinion 
of him. He went completely to the dogs 
—became an author, infact. * 

But I am not unduly devoted to wine. 
Indeed I sometimes wonder whether 1 
am more fond of that or of the solid part 
of the dinner. Both are good. Both 
bring out all that is best in a man. The 
feeling of gratitude, for instance, is com- 
mendable. It is impossible to think 
much about the commonest viands—as- 
paragus, the simple oyster, or even a cut 
from.a-perfect.saddle of mutton—with- 
out feeling grateful. Then, too, dinner 
promotes the kindly spirit. When I lie 
back in my chair after dinner, breathing 
stertorously, my temper becomes kindly 
to the verge of fatuousnéss. 

When in the morning a clerk arrives 
an hour late and makes some paltry ex- 
cuse—that his wife is dead, or some non- 


—gense of that sort—I of course dismiss 


him at once. But if I were to defer my 
decision until the evening I should very 
likely confine myself to fining him a 
week’s salary. If it- were his first offense, 
and my dinner had been particularly 
good, Imight even let him off: with a 
reprimand, That isthe reason why I do 
no business under any pretext after din- 

r. It is all very well-to—feel—kindli- 
ness, but one has to be careful that the 
feeling shall not influence one’s actions. 

How insepdr&ble from our dearest de- 
lights are our deepest sorrows! I have 
but one serious affliction, the great soup 
—the soup of the city—has not a real at- 

tion for me. It is richly expensive; 
t is hallowed by a thousand historical 
associations; it has brought ecstasy to the 
hearts of men with larger incomes than 
I shall ever possess, but to meé itis al- 
most a closed book. Sometimes when I 
am eating’it at a.city banquet I feel as 
if I could see afar off its perfect mean- 
ing and catch dim glimpses of its su- 
perb generosity, But that.is all. Ican- 
not love it as I know that it ought to be 
loved. 

Heretofore I have kept my affliction a 
secret, but last night, when Thomas 
Pigge and I were dining with the Fen- 
dermakers (one of the 12 principal com- 
panies), I noticed that he was watching 
me. He saw that I did not really under- 
stand that soup. However, I am not 
afraid that Thomas Pigge will ever dare 
to reproach me for this. He also has his 
Weak point, and, as he is aware, I know 
it.. He is quite unorthodox. on the sub- 
ject of sauce hollandaise.. He has a the- 
ory as to the correct. preparation of it 
which-can only be characterized as-dan- 
gerous and revolutionary. 

But I mtst pause. I hear the gong, 
waking gently and sleeping as gently 
again. Blessed sound! Blessed, blessed 
dinner!

The Electric Cdpetad 
An expert in railway matters declares 
that the day isnot far distant when the 
switching engine will be entirely done 
away with, its place being taken by the 
electric capstan, The latter is already 
in use to a certain extent on some of the 
Pennsylvania lines. The motor, which 
actuates the capstan by means of gear- 
ing, runs at the rate of some 1,200 revo- 
lutions per minute, and the gearing mo- 
tor and.switch of the capstan are all con; 
tainéd in a watertight iron case, the top 
of which comes: flush with the ground. 
There is a cover to it which is readily re- 
movable, so as to give easy access to the 
motor for oiling and cleaning. The wires 
containing thé current for the motor are 
carried through an iron. pipe. below the 
surface of the ground, and the switch 
for starting and stopping the motor is 
operated readily by the foot of the at- 
tendant in charge of the capstan, “en 
York Sun.

A Powerfal Antiseptic. 

Extensive researches made upon cor- 
rosive sublimate by Dr. McClintock of 
London show though the substance is not 
a valuable germicide—germs withstand- 
ing its action for some time—it proves 
to possess, of all substances, the greatest 
antiseptic power; so that a germ treated 
th the article, unless perchance it gets 
the blood.or is exposed to very. ex- 
egtiudl conditions, is powerless to 
grow—that is, it is probable that a spore 
of subtilis or anthrax treated with subli- 
mate, 1 in 1,000, and then thrown on the 
soil or into ‘water, will not germinate, 
owing to"the fact that the capsule of 
sublimate surrounding it is not removed. 
It_is found: that. corrosive sublimate 
forms with cellulose, as cloth, filter pa- 
per, etc., with. silk, with albuminous 
bodies, with some part of bacteria, prob- 


ably the envelope, a chemical compound |. 
| that cannot be removed with any amount 


of washing in water.. Thus sublimate 
when acting on a germ forms a capsule 
around, it that protects the germ fora 
time from the further action of the sub- 
limate and ‘in turn forms an imipenetra- 
ble barrier to the growth of the organism 
unless removed. This barrier may bere- 
moved with salines. 
Artificial Auroras. 

Artificial miniature auroras of the bo- 
realis variety have been produced by 
both De la Rive, the French savant, and 
Lenstrom, the Swedish astronomer. In 


Professor Lenstrom’s experiments, which | 


were made in-Finland, the péak of a high 
mountain was surrounded with a coil of 
wire, pointed at intervals with tin nibs. 
The wire was then charged with elec- 
tricity; whereupon a brilliant aurora ap- 
peared above the mountain in which 
spectroscopic analysis revealed the 
greenish yellow rays so characteristic in 
nature’s display of ‘northern lights.” — 
Foreign Letter. -

The president has this to say on the 
trriff question: 

After a hard rd tariff reform is di- 
rectly before us. Nothing so important claims 
our attention, and notliing so clearly presents 
itself as both an Opportunity and a duty—an 
opportunity to deserve the gratitude of our 
fellow citizens, and aduty imposed upon us 
by our oft-repeated professions and by the 
emphatic mandate of the people. After full 
discussion our countrymen have spoken in 
favor of this reform, and they have confided 
the work of its accomplishment to the hands 
of those who are solemnly pledged to it. 

Manifestly, if we are to aid the people di- 
rectly through tariff reform, one of its most 
obvious features should be a reduction in 
present tariff chargeéa upon the necessaries of 
life. ‘The benefits of such a reduction would 
be palpable and substantial, seen and felt by 
thousands who would be. better fed and better 
clothed and better sheltered. These gifts 
should be the willing benefactions of a gov- 
ernment whose highest function is the pro- 
motion of the welfare of the people. 

Not less closely related to our people's pros- 
perity and well-being is the removal of re- 
strictions upon the importation of the raw 
materials necessary to our manufactures, 
The world should be open to our national 
ingenuity and enterprise. 

This cannot be while federal legislation, 
through the imposition of high tariff, forbids 
to America’. manufacturers as cheap ma- 
terials as these used by their competitors. «It 
is quite obvious that the enhancement of the 
price of our manufactured products resulting 
from this policy, not only confines the 
market for these products within our own 
borders, tc the direct disadvantage of our 
manufacturers, but also increases their cost 
to our citizens. 

The interests of labor are certainly, though 
indirectly, involved in this feature of our 
tariff system. The sharp competition and 
active struggle among our manufacturers to 
supply the limited demand for their goods 
goon fill the narrow market to which they are 
confined. Then follows a suspension of work 
in mills and factories, a discharge of em- 

loyes and distress tn the homes of our work- 


in. 

Even if the often disproved assertion could 
be made good, that a lower rate of wages 
would result from tree raw materials and low 
tariff duties, the intelligence of our working- 
men leads them quickly to discover that 
their steady eraployment, permitted by free 
raw materials, is the most important factor 
in their relatio:a to tariff legislation. 

A measure has been prepared: by the con- 
gressional committee embodying tariff reform 
on the lines herein suggested, which will be 
promptly submitted for legislative action. It 
is the result of much patriotic and unselfish 
work, and I believe it deals with its subject. 
consistently-and-as thoroughly as existing 
conditions permit. 

Tam satisfied that the reduced tariff duties 
provided for in the proposed legislation, added 
to existing internal revenue taxation, will, in 
the near future, though perhaps not immedi- 
ately, produce sufficient revenue to meet the 
needs of the kovernment. 

The committee, after full consideration, and 
to provide against a temporary deficiency 
which may exist-befere the business of the 
country adjusts itself to the new tariff sched- 
ule, have wisely embraced in their plan a few 
additional internal revenue taxes, including a 
small tax upon incomes derived from certain 
corporate investments, 

These new assessments. are not only abso- 
lutely just and easily borne, but they have the 
further merit of being such as.can be remitted 
without unfavorable business disturbance 
whenever the necessity of their imposition no 
longer exists. 

In my great desire’ for the success of this 
measure I cannot restrain the suggestion that 
its success can only be attained by, means of 
unselfish counsel on the part of the friends of 
tariff reform and asa result of their willing- 
ness to subordinate personal desires and am- 
bitions to the general good. 

The local interests affected by the proposed 
reform are so numerous and so varied that if 
all are insisted upon the legislation embody- 
ing the reform must inevitably fail, 

He pledges himeelf to support every 
effort to advance the greatness and pros- 
perity of “a generous and confiding

ARE PUBLIC OFFICERS REMISS ? 


A peculiar case has been called to our 
attention recently concerning a state of 
affairs which demands the immediate no 
tice and investigation of those author- 
ized to look after public welfare. Thus 
far the circumstances have baffled all 
local knowledge and are, to say the least, 
puzzling. - 

Sometime during the last of July-a val- 
uable, Jersey cow at the Kittredge farm 
became diseased, and the following 
symptoms were particularly marked feat- 
ures of the case: First, there was no-

was kept in almost_ perpetual motion 
swaying from side to, side; extreme 
weakness followed, the cow becoming so 
éxhausted that-within-forty-eight—hours 
after the attack a child could easily push 
her over; at last, convulsions occurred

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from which the animal died, The disease 


seemed to affect the throat and head, Dr. 


.Winchester, a~ veterinary surgeon. was 


called and deemed an autopsy necessary, 
but a careful examination revealed noth. 
ing as to the cause of the ailment, and 
matters were as fully unexplained as be- 
fore, : 


A -week later-another-cow was afflicted 


and apparently exhibited the same symp- 
toms and endured sufferings like the 
other. This one was killed. Three weeks 
later a third was stricken by the same 
disease and died. .The stable was then 
thoroughly fumigated with sulphur, and 
earbolic acid, and cleaned and _ white- 
washed throughout. Notwithstanding 
all_precautions however, Sunday,Nov. 
26, the fourth and last of the herd was 
taken ill, and after evidently passing 
through the torture and. experiences of 
the others, expired Saturday. “Dr. Mor- 
rill'and the local inspector of cattle; Mr.
